Cina we foon completed his equipment at Havanna; but its pov- 
— erty is fuch as muft aftonifh the prefent age. The fieet cofifled 
of eleven veffels, the largeft of which was only of 100 tons. On 
board of thefe were 508 foldiers, and 109 feamen. Only thirteen of 
the

the foldiers were armed with mufkets*, thirty-two were crofs-bowmen, 
and the reft had {words and fpears. ‘They had only fixteen horfes, 
ten field-pieces, and four falconets. A large crofs was difplayed in 
their ftandards, with this infcription, “‘ Let us follow the crofs, for 
under this fign we fhall conquer.” 

With this flender armament, Cortes left Cuba on the ioth of Feb. 
1519, and fteered directly towards the ifland of Cozumel, where he 
had the good fortune to redeem Jerome de Aguilar, who had been a 
prifoner eight years among the Indians, and in the fequel proved an 
excellent interpreter. From Cozumel he proceeded to the river of 
Tobafco. But the difpofition of the natives, which had been friendly 
to Grijalva, was now totally changed; and Cortes being compelled 
to have recourfe to violence, fuch was the terror excited by the de- 
ftruétive effect of the fire arms, and the dreadful appearance of the 
horfes, that he routed them with great flaughter in feveral fucceflive 
aétions, and compelled them to acknowledge the King of Caftile as_ 
their Sovereign. They prefented him, moreover, with a fupply of 
provifions, fome gold, and twenty female flaves. 

On the ed of April, Cortes entered the harbour of St. Juan de Ulua. 
Here a large canoe, full of people, approached his fhip. Among thele 
were two perfons of diftinétion, whom, by the intervention of one of 
the female flavest, who underftood a language with which Aguilar 
was unacquainted, he difcovered to be Deputies from the Governor 
and General of one of the Mexican provinces, who atted under a 
great Monarch whom they called Montezuma. Cortes, having land- 
ed his troops, defired an interview with the Governor and General, 
to whom he communicated his demand of being admitted to a perfon- 
al audience of their Sovereign. Thefe officers endeavoured, by 
various means to elude this demand ; fometimes by the richeft 
prefents, which, while they gave the Spaniards a high idea of 
the {kill and ingenuity of the natives, were far from having the effeét 
intended, New prefents arrived from Montezuma, accompanied by 
the moft pofitive injunétions to quit his territories. Thefe being difre- 
garded, the Mexicans quitted the camp, and there feemed to be an en- 
ture ceffation of friendly correfpondence. 

During this negociation, Cortes was not without difficulties, from 
the different lights in which his vaft defings were viewed by the foldi- | 
ery. He waded through thefe, however, with his wonted happy ad- 
drefs; and the better to fecure his authority, he took meafures effec- 
tually to quell, in future, any attempts of the adherents of Velafquez, 
He caufed a Council and Magiftrates to be elected for his intended new 
colony, which he called ‘ Villa rica de la vera Cruz,” that is, “The 
rich city of the true Crofs,” To thefe Magiftrates he formally furren- 
dered the commiffion which he had received from Vela!quez; and 
they, by their unanimous fuffrage, eleéted him Chiet Juftice of the col- 
ony, and Captain-general of the army, making out his commiffion in 
the King’s name, with mott ample powers, til! the royal pleafure fhould 
be further known.

* The ufe of fire-arms among the Europeans was hitherto confined to 
a@ few battalions of regularly drfciplined enfaniry. 

t This woman was afterwards known by the name of Donna Marina; 
anid made a confprcuous figure in the Hiflory of the New World. 
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Cortes now determined to quit his camp, and to advance into the 
country, Tothis meafure he was much encouraged by Deputies from 
the Cazique of Zempoalla, a confiderable town at no great diftanee, 
with a proffer of friend{hip from their Mafter, who, they informed him, 
was fubjeét to the Mexican empire, and would be glad of any profpeét 
of deliverance from the oppreflion under which he groaned. In con- 
f-quence of this, Cortes marched to Zempoalla, where the Cazique 
received him with a refpeét almoft approaching to adoration. Hence 
he continued his march to Quiabiflin, a village about forty miles to 
the northward of his former camp, which, on account of the fertility 
of the foil, and the goodnefs of the harbour, he fixed upon as the pro- 
ser {tation for his intended feitlement. Here he built a fort, and con- 
cluded a formal! alliance with feveral Caziques, 

_ In the mean time, Cortes was not inattentive to the means of pro. 
curing a ratification ot the proceedings of his Council from the Court 
of Spain. But while thefe were concerting, a confpiracy was difcov- 
ered, which, if it had been carried into execution, would have effe@u- 
ally truftrated his meafures. This induced Cortes to execute a fcheme 
which he had long meditated, that of fecuring the fidelity and perfeve- 
xance of his army, by cutting of all poflibility of retreat. And fuch 
was the influence he had acquired, that, with this view, he perfuaded 
the foldiers to concur with him in deflroying all their fhips. 

Nothing now retarded Cortes ; but all the advantages derived from 
the favourable difpofition of his Allies were nearly loft in a moment, 
by an indifcreet fally of religious zeal, in which he commanded his 
foldiers to deftroy the Idols in the chief Temple of Zempoalla, and in 
their place to ereét a crucifix and an image of the Virgin. The vio- 
lent commotion, however, that this excited, was happily appeafed ; 
and Cortes began his march from Zempoalla, on the 16th of Auguft, 
with 500 men, fifteen hore, and fix field-pieces. The reft were lett 
as a garrifon in Villa Rica, under the command of Efcalante, an offi- 
cer of great merit, and zealoufly attached to him. The Cazique of 
Zempoalla fupplied him with provifions and with 200 of thole In- 
dians called ‘Tamenes, whofe office, in a country where tame animals 
were unknown, was to carry burdens, and pertorm all fervile labour. 
‘The Cazique affifted him alfo with goo ot his troops. 

The firlt oppofition that Cortes experienced was ‘n the province of 
’T lafcala, inhabited by a fierce and warlike people, who though impla- 
«able enemies to the Mexicans, and in alliance with the Zempoallans, 
night naturally confider every ftranger as an enemy.'They imagined, 
Moreover, 'that in reality he was courting the friendihip of Montezu- 
ma, notwithflanding all! his profeffions ot delivering them from his 
yoke; and the imprudent zeal of Cortes, in violating the Temples in 
Zempoal!a, was not without its natural influence on their minds. The 
Tlafcalans, therefore, attacked him with impetuofity, but after feveral 
engagements, in which thoufands were killed on their fide without 
the lofs of a fingle Spaniard, they began to conceive the latter to be a 
fuperior order of beings, again{t whom, human power could not avai! ; 
and, in the fequel, they concluded a treaty with Cortes, in which they 
yielded themfelyes as vaflals to the Crown of Caftile,

CONFLAGRATION OF THE SENATE Houses. 

About half paft four o’clock yefterday afternoon, the fheet iron fun- 
nel from one of the floves, either that in the corridore or that in the 
hall forming the weftern wing of the court of requefts, which pafled 
through the roof clofe by the bafe of the great dome, was obterved 
from the ftreet to be on fire, but no further notice until a few minutes 
paft five, when the Members in the Houfe were alarmed by the tumul- 
tuous buftle of a number of the ‘people pafling and repafling in feem- 
ing confufion, before the windows which from the bafe of the dome, 
threw light into the houfe. 

Immediately an alarm of fire was given, and the Houfe filling with 
fmoke, coroborated this alarm. It was thought, iowever, too trifling 
to interrupt the bufinefs of the Houfe, when fome one of the Members 
who had difcerned the fire from the ftreet, and had made his way to 
the roof, looking down into the Houfe from one of the ventilators, 
confirmed the apprehenfion of thofe within, by faying the dome was 
furrounded by fire, and Would tumble into the Houfe in five minutes. 

The Speaker inftantly put the queftion of adjournment, and all the 
Members ran into the ftreet, where they had the mortification to ob- 
ferve the flames burfling torth on all fides trom the bafe of the dome, 
and the fplendid pile crowned with all the horrors of conflagration, 

The whole pile now prefented a grand {pecimen of the horrible fu- 
blime, and ftruck the mind with the recolleétion of the Miltonic Pan- 
demonium, . : 

About half paft fix, the dome, burnt on all fides from its fupporting 
principle, tumbled into the houfe with one great crafh, and commu- 
nicated the ruinous voracity of its flames to every thing furrounding. 

The Houfe of Lords were fitting in debate, when the flames firft 
broke out. 

The flames were feen from ali ‘parts of the town. The bells of St. 
Andrew’s church rang an alarm peal for two hours. ‘The croud of 
people collected was immenfe, and the regret poignant and univerfal 
for. this cataflrophe of an ornament to the architecture of the metropo- 
lis. Engines were brought from all fides ; but their approach was fo 
tardy, and, when they. did come, the fupply of water io very icanty.. 
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that the rapidity of the flames baffled all their efforts to prevent the to- 
tal ruin of the place. 

Parties of horfe and foot from the garnfon were immediately brought 
to keep eff the populace, and prevent as well plunder to the chambers, 
as interruption to the fire-men. The flames having {pent their fury 
on the Houfe of Commons, {pread their ravages to the reft of the 
building, and blended every thing fufceptible to combuftion in the 
general ruin, 

Happily and providentially the calmnefs of the night prevented the 
mifchief that would otherwife have beea inevitabie, 

Thus fell the Senate Houfe of Ireland, the moft elegant and bett 
accommodated in Europe.

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DEATH of the EMPEROR of GERMANY. 
VIENNA March 7. 

It is remarked a not a little extraordinary, that Leopold fhould have 
died precifely on the very day limited by the National Affembly, for 
him to give his final anfwer, refpeéting the part he meant to take in 
the affairs of France. 

The opening of the German Diet for the eleétion of an Emperor, 
is fixed tor the 13th of July next. It is not yet known whether or not | 
the Landgrave ot Hefle Caflel will perfiltin his application to be ap- 

ointeda ninth Eleéior. The extent of his territories, and the num- 
Sis ot his troops feem to entitle him to this diftinétion, but he wilt 
probably be oppofed by the Ecclefiaftical Elzctors, who confider that 
she fewer the Elettors, the greater is their own confequeace, 

The Emperor’s diforder, its violent fymptoms, and fudden termina- 
tion, have caufed too much furprife, and givea birth to too many con- 
je€tures, for the public not to feel an intereft in all the explanations 
that can be given refpeéting it. A circumftantial detail, faid to be 
promifed by M. Lagufins, one of his Majeity’s phyficians, will confe- 
quently be an acceptable piefent. All that has hitherto tran{pired 
iends to refute the fuppofitiens of thofe who attribute it to any but 

‘natural caufes. 

On opening the body on the 3d inflant an anatomical report was 
made out, according to which the two lobes of the lungs were covered 
with pituitous matter-—in the right lobe was found a quart of water, 
Vienna meature, and a {poontul in the lett lobe. The heart was flacid ; 
the reins dry; the ftomach and brains in as good condition as in any 
body. 

From the ftate in which it appeared, the vomiting by which the 
Emperor was fuffocated, could not have been occafioned by the {tom- 
ach, Frem ali the circumitances, it is imagined that his death was oc- 
cafioned by an inflamation of the lungs, and the vifcera of the lower 
belly. It 1s ftill incomprehenfible how his phyficians could have mif- 
taken the fymptoms of approaching death for recovery. 

‘T heir aifurances on the morning of the firft inftant that their patient 
was out of danger, infpired the Imperial family with a degree of con- 
fidence, which rendered the fatal reverfe flill more afflicting, Andyet 
M. Lagufins had the prudence to call in the aid of Baron de Sorck, & 
M. Schreibers, the two moft celebrated phyficians of Vienna. 

Inftead therefore of indulging fufpicions at all times odious, the 
the caufe of the diforder which filently undermined the Emperor’s con- 
ftitution, may be afcribed toa dyfentery too fuddenly ftopped lait year, 
at the time of his coronation, as king of Bohemia, at Prague. ;

REVOLUTION IN SPAIN. 
Extra@ of a Letter from Madrid, dated February 29. 

‘“ The tide of party, in this quarter, runs hggher than you could im- 
agine from knowing the Spanith character. Some unpopular and of- 
tenfive Court Ediéts have led the people in this capital, for fome 
weeks back, to open violence againit the long and well tried Minifter, 
Count Florida Blancha. The Monarch was neceflitated to yield to 
the clamours of a rabble, who obliged him to difmifs his once firft fav- 
ourite, arid to place at the head of the Miniltry Count D’Aranda, a 
{uppofed favourer of the French Revolution, aman of firit rate ability 
in Finance, and a favourite of the Clergy, although he was the firft and 
ftrongett inftrument to fupprefs the inquifition. 

“For feveral days, fongs, palquinades, decimas, prints, &c. were 
fung and repeated in Mon Ma ot the populace and dropped about the 
ftreets. The avenues to the Palace and public offices were for many 
days infefted by the mob, exclaiming againit the taxes, the minifters, 
the flavery and poverty of the country, &c, &c.-—and particularly a- 
bufive of the Ku:g and Count Florida Blancha, which fo increafed 
and alarmed the Court, that the King was, in a manner, obliged to 
give up the Minifter, who isin exile in Marcia, ‘To an attentive ob- 
ferver, the act’ons of the people appeared a good leflon for Defpotic 
Rulers, efpecial!y asthe foldiery fhewed indieations of revolt, Moral 
Politics, fo little feen here, will likely be foon better known; and 
when once underftood by reafonable men, cannot be eafily lifled by any 
authority. 

“Tite French party, and their connections, in this country, are both 
rich and powertul,, and they muft dirett the channels of commerce— 
to this party, fome of the Clergy, particularly the Dominicians, who 
are very numerous, and the remnants of the Jefuits are avowedly well- 
withers, in defiance of Inquifitorial authority, and againft whom the 
Court is too weak and too timid to make open head. An ediét for 
the expuifion of the French, generally trom the kingdom, was tor 
fome day's talked of, but feems now to be faid alide, and there is no 
telling what events may take place in the enfuing month, when the 
“armies will be reviewed.” 

The general an{wer to all complaints of mifrule in our Adminiftra- 
tion is, * the country is flourifhing.” Hew can it otherwife be in 
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nine years of profound peace ? But does Ireland flourifh as fhe ough: 
under a wife and virtuous Adminiftration ? Is this the great body of 
our peafantry flourifhing ? What are the wife laws to encourage trade 
or manuiatiure for which we are indebted to Governinent ? Or are 
we to thank them becaufe they do not flepin between the Sun and the 
Hiland. 

On the authority of a foreign correfpondent, whofe information 
may be depended on, we can {tate with certainty, that the new King 
of Hungary has made a declaration, importing, that the fitwation of 
things, would not permit him to interfere in the affairs of France ; 
that he could give no affiftance to the Freach Emigrants, nor even 
enter into the views of the German Princes relative to their rights in 
Lorrain and Alface. In confequence of this declaration, the troops 
who were upon the march have received orders to return. 

In a letter, which a Gentleman has juft received from Cornwall, 
it is flated that two Quakers have lately made a tour through that 
country on foot, and that thefe have found, by aétual enumeration, 
that not lefs than 12,000 perfons in that county only, have left off fu- 
gar upon principle, determining, as the Bill tor the Abolition of the 
Slave Trace was rejeéted laft Seffions, to wipe off, by thefe means, the 
guilt of the blood of Africa, from their own heads 

TUMULTS AT MANCHESTER. 

One would imagine that we were returning in England to a ftate of 
ignorance and barbarifm. There is not acountry that has fo eminent- 
jy reaped the advantages of the application of machinery towards the 
diminifhing of manual labour. We have clearly afcertained the im- 
portant truth, that a machine which performs the labour of fixty men, 
fo far from turning thofe fixty men out of employment, only tends to 
change the nature of their employment, for encreafed opulence enables 
us to open new fources of indultry, and every machine adds to the 
dtock of national wealth. 

Manchefier, perhaps more than any other town, has benefited from 
this means, and yet fo blind are they to their own intereft, that but latt 
week a moft extenfive new work, ereéting by Mr. Grimfhaw, was 
willfully fet on fire and burnt to the ground, avowedly becaule there 
was a new invention, by which five hundred looms would be kept in 
motion by the power of a fteam engine. Notice was given to Mr. 
(rimfhaw that it was intended to demolith his premifes, and in {pite of 
ail the caution and all the guards which were planied, the houie was 
fet on fire, and the whole reduced to afhes.

that the Indians were fo barbarous as to return the fire! more than 
all this, the Indians purfued the levies, and took two herles from 
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them. <A terrible additional difafter befel one of the levies, viz. he 
broke the breech of his gun, and the vile Indians, ran off with that, 
too. A great alarm took place on this truly melancholy occafion ; all 
the brave/t men of the levies were muftered to purfue the five Indians 
who had been difturbed from their guzet /eat on the log, and a glorious 
victory took place. The Indians however efcaped, but the horfes 
were taken without any blood{hed.. The flory, Mr. Printer, is a mel- 
ancholy one indeed, and very long ; and I. recolleét one part of it in 
particular mentions Mr. Ryerfon’s lofs of feveral fine breeding mares.

That juft be- 
fore he failed, Mr. Bow Les, the pretended Indian Chief, was 
brought a prifoner into that port, whom the Spamiards had taken by 
ftratagem. He is accufed by them ot injuring the [ubjects of Spain, 
by joining the Indians, and as their head, threatens a war with them, 
it they do not refign to him fome of thew territor.es, which the Span- 
iards hold as their lawful right, faying that he (Bowles) has a commif- 
fion from the king of Greai-Britain, lis mafter, that authorized him to 
conduct as he had. Beimg carried before ‘the governor of that place, 
accompanied by the ‘own Major, he refufed to pay the compliment 
due to fo great a perfonage as taking off his hat; on which the ofhcer 
ftruck it with his cane ; Bowles immediately collared him, faying, that 
if he was in a convenient place he would have fatisfaction. The gov- 
ernor immediately ordered him into the Moro Cafile, there to be con- 
fined till a convenient opportunity offered to fend dim to Spain for 
trial. He bids defiance to the Spaniards, and dares them to-hurt a 
hair of his head.

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A late Philadelphia paper fays—Confiderable mifundei fanidites 
prevail in Maffachufetts relative to the feparation of the Province of 
Maine from that State, and eretting it into a feparate independent 
State: While fome are pleafing themfelves with an idea that the News 
+ England States will be greatly benefited by fuch a feparation, by hav- 
ing two Senators added to the northern fcale in Cengrefs, others fuf. 
pect that the New State will not only eventually fuffer thereby, but 
that the majority of Senators will inevitably be of the fouthern States : 
The truth of which affertion undoubtedly depends on the line that is 
{uppoied to be drawn between the northern and fouthern States, 
From the prefent degraded ftate of royalty in Europe, its fecret pat. 
rons in this country canyot poflibly deduce any arguments in favout 
of American Kings and Princes. Princes in general are at prefent 
found to be mere fpendthrifts, debauchees, horfe-jockies, drunkards 
and bullies. By a remarkable difpenfation of Providence, the ewif: 
ting race of kings are genarally ideots, fap-heads, gluttons, or foakers ; 
and for want of energy in their individual character to enforce def{pot- 
ifm, muit gradually {utfer their re{pettive nations to glide into repub- 
licanifin, both in form and fubftance. 
A correipondent fays ‘It is a faét, that Prince William Henry, 
ae Duke of Clarence) about two years fince made the tour of the 
Jnited States, in company with two Britih peers. His Royal High- 
neis landed at Cape Ann, from Halitax, and from thence pafling through 
the principal towns of the United States, proceeded to Georgia; re- 
turned to New-York, and embarked on board a frigate then waiting 
for him at Sandy Hook. A perfon is now im this city who accompa-
